By-Law to Regulate the Wharves within the City 
and the TrafTic therev/ith.

Be it enacted by the Mayor and Council of the Corpomtion of tho 
City of Victoria as follows: 

1. Every owner, occupier, manager, or person bavins' or exer- 

ciHinfT tho control of any whiirf within tho Citv, shall at all times keep 
such wharf, and the ai)pioachcH thereto in f^ood ami sulicieiit ret air 
onler and management, and shall keep the siiino well and Hiililciently 
ligiited, and thall provide and at all times have ready for use on such 
wMrf, such and so many life buoys and gangplanks as the said Mayor 
and Council; or any officer acting under their authority shall from time 
to time require. 

2. Any person, or persons failiiifr to comply with any provision 
or any part thereof this By-i.-iw, shall ho i)Uiiishod"iii a summary way by 
a fine not exceeding Fifty Dollars, or by imprisonment not exceeding 
one mouth ut tbe diBcretion of any Police Magistrate or Justice of the 
Peace having jurisdiction •within the Municipality. 

3. This By-law may be cited for all purposes as "The Wharves 
Regulation By-law, 1874^."

Mr. Phillipo 8 lid yua could not 
constitute a delegate to nogotiate an or- 
ganize 1 change in tha con-^ricution with- 
out an appeal to the Hou-io; That was 
under a so-called de.spo lio Govorninent, 
and now what do w6 liiid ? Why, our 
delf styled liber.il go rernment had sout a 
ilelogato to undo all that was then consti- 
tutionally done. (Choers.) Ho referred 
to iho case of Bussia and Turkey who 
bad negotiated togotlior for the abroga- 
tion of some of tho terms, and wheii after- 
wards one of tho parties wislicl 
to enforoo tho rem.ining provisio.is 
the groat powers of Europe were called 
in OS arbitrators, TUey said:— •'Qontlti- 
meu, there is no tr«*aty — tho fragmentH 
are there, but tho treaty esists no longer;" 
ami if tho govornmenc .scliuiiu) proceeds 
this will bo esaetly what sve shall bi! tohl 
it wo appeal to the Iiiiperial Government. 
He was conlideut that if the people weri! 
appealed to tbey would support his view 
of tho caso, viz., that tlio Canadiani ouarnt 
to be called upon to fuUil tho Terms. 
(Loud applause uml oiiqiurios frjin g<>i'- 
onimont members if tliaD uproar came 
from the g.iliory and some talk of en- 
forcing tliu rules of tlia H>nuo.) Mr. 
Humpliroys troclared that tho conduct tho 
government had been gaiity ' of was 
euuugh to disgaatany maatWitli- rospon- 
aible govorninent alcogethor. (Hear, 
hoar.) Wo ought to bo in a uositiou to 
go boldly to C.m.ida and diMuuid the 
e.irryiiig out of tlio Tenni. Tins ought 
to bo llie aeknowledgod ililty of tlio Min- 
istry; but ho was sorry to aay that they 
appeared only anxious to rolaiu poswes- 
sioa of power, and to do so were 2)ro])aro(l 
to force through the house a net of bogus 
Estimates witlioiit a dollar in tho treasury 
to back llicin, founded only on tlio empty 
promises of a lucky politician. Tuoy 
miglu bo a good bait to .-ioiuo. B.iit, dnl 
he say! Tuero was not uiioaga 
Oait to conceal the hook and yet 
hoQ, mepbera.wora .espepted tto^p^aliuw 
it hook and all, for tils part be kiiow his 
duty to his ooustituenis bolter than to 
be lod into noiug for the iiccepl.niee 
of promises never uuautto be performed, 
lie Would oonjUulo by movi,.g, uii ani- 
oiiduior.t to tho oH'oct ilmt it is not o.v 
pudiout to altar tho Termd of Uuioa wibh- 
out sulimitting the gnestiou to the peopie 
who *ora teaiiy the masters cf all (Govern- 
ment, direct aiipoal to tho Public, Ho 
would toll tho pio.sent Minister that thoy 
ought to bo inrerly a roJle.t of piibiru 
opinion [Loud cheers, J Tho Hon. At- 
tjuy General lia.l objemod to the applan.su 
from the gaPory, lie spoke to iio gallery 
ho spoke to the country at large, aud in 
a manner easy enough tci coiuprohond. 
Ho and told tho House lust session that 
their measures would involve tho break- 
ing of tho Terms, thu hou. gontlonian op- 
posite had laughetl and saoored at hmi 
(Mr, DoCosmos here cnlhul for order) 
Mr. Humph loya hoped tho Hpc.ikor would 
not allow lion, g.mtiumou oppo.sito to in- 
torrupt hiiu, thoy wore too fond of doing 
so when thoy folt ho had tlioia on the hip. 
To resume, ho had said thoy woro break- 
ing the terms of Union, and thoy denied 
it. Only a day or two ago tho hou. At- 
torney-Gonoral, at a publio meeting said 
that ho did ujt wish to alter tliom, aud 
the »ery nest day he gavo notice of a mo- 
tion to do 10. How aitet this could 



wo trust such mou ? Ho would no* i aaply 
anything disreputable to Mr. AValkem.the 
loader ot thu government was the really 
responsible porsou out of wjiom nothing 
oonld be got iu explanation of his course 
but long tirades of abuse ngaiu'-t all who 
opposed him aud agaiii.st tho late Macdon- 
ald Ministry — a seat in wlioae Cabinet 
would have raised him to tho seventh 
heaven but a year or two back. 
Tho hou. gentloman sat down amid 

MX. wolkem, after a few words made 

some objectiou to Mr. Humphroys' man- 
ner of speaking and said the Speaker 
ought to have called him to order. Ho 
was immediately called to order himself, 
and a long dispute arose. At last ho man- 
aged to get the floor to himself, aud 
though %'ory norvoaa and fidgetty'appar- 
enlly as bo rebuked the unfortunate uies- 
setigor for making too much noise, at last 
settled himself. Heeritieisod tho spooohos 
of hou. members who iiad preceded hiiu. 
The momber for Nauaime, ho said, was 
curtainly amusing if not instructive. He 
admitted it was Irue that tha returns of 
the emigration agent wore nil and made 
tho desk in front of him suffer for it most 
sovoroly. He then briefly alluded to tho 
membor for E-<quimalt ami launched out 
into douuiiciatieiis of the way in which 
we bad boon treated by the Canadian 
Goverumont, somewhat similar to those 
heard lately on the other side of tho 
House saying that tho marina hospital 
they hod built us looked like a nail fac- 
tory, and that tho Canadians had done 
but little more than collect our revenue 
and stick to it. He said that tho Mac- 
doiiald ministry had broken the Terms. 
lUid oxpluined tho loan tran.saction as ba- 
iug simply taking our own money and 
that wo need never pay it back again. 
Tliero was uo word about contract in this 
laattor and no one could so understand it, 
except khoab who did so inalieiously. Ho 
gavo tho Canadian Govoriimcnt another 
(lose, s, lying that we had siibmittGd to ill- 
usage too Ir.mg and that this govcu-niucnt 
schemo was the first attempt to obtain our 
rights. After severely criticizing tho 
remarks of other hon. members Mr. WaU 
kern rexHiued his seat. 

Mr, Robertson (v hose ablo and manly 
speech we fire unable to produce to-day) 
sp jlio for nn liou ' 'lud nat down amii st 
lUo long c'ontuiii doiceiB of tho ],e pie 
who cr.nvdt'd tho tiidiorios, nd whichwuh 
soniu ditlieuity, were cliockeil by tho rier- 
g..aat-at-Arms. 

Mr, DeCosmos rose to reply. Ho was 
nuicli agitated and was soaroely able to 
artienlato. He said that he had tried to 
iiegotiato a loan in Loudon and was told 
that ho could uot float it at C por cent, 
and after speaking iu an incoherent 
manner fm' a short time, he sat down, ut- 
terly unable to jiroceed. 

Hon. Mr. Beavcn, who was also very 
pale and nervoas, attacked Mr. Robert- 
son's position violently. He alluded bit- 
terly to thj cheers given for M,-. llobert- 
son and then amazed thu House by say- 
ing that tho Govorument ditl uot propo.se 
to borrow money, thoy only proposed to 
take the money instead of the interest 
[Mr. MoCreight — That's it.] Tho only ob- 
ject of the Government was to ,put this 
Pi ov. n o upon the road to prosperity [Hear 
hoar, from Mr, DeCosmos) He denied 
that tho Province Biirroiidorcd all the 
terms when she altered two of them. 
[Hour hear from Mr. DeCosmos] This 
was tho tirst govorument that had ever 
plnco.l a scheme before ■ tho country for 
building a Dry Dock, Tho hon. senior 
member for Esquimalt had been instruct- 
ed by his constiliients to vote for thogov- 
eriniioiit scheme. Ho would not do it, 
and h id not quoted tho government cor 
re -puiidi'neo fairly; ha reviewed the 
so leme of the hon. senior member for 
i'^squimalt and called ita magnitioentone. 
(couvuUive laughter by Mr. DttUosmos 
and Mr. Wnlkem,] 

Mr. Robertson said that ho never saw 
the c >rro8pon.leu'je until he sat down. It 
lind been kejjt baek. [Loud clicersj Ho 
then proceeded to explain tho Dry Dock 
seliemo of Mr. McC'reiglit's government 
and showed that tho Do.^k" would have 
been built without any charge upon tLe 
revenue for IS yi nrs. 

Mr, iS^iuii ho con, 'ratal alcd tho hon. sen- 
ior member for Esipiiiiialt on his speech, 
and said tbat if the government were pro- 
lyl lod tn do. what was right, thoy would 
roftjr this ipiostiju to the p-'ople [Hear. J 
The government had tried to shift tho 
rc^ponyibility of this measuro to tho Mc- 
Cndgbt government; but wheu the propo- 
sition to eaiutalizo tho Dry Dock guaran- 
too was lirst made therti had Ix.'on no vio- 
lation of tho Terms of Uuion by Canada. 
.Mr. Mackenzie toitl tho country those 
Terms were too good aud he wished a re- 
liixiition of them. We were entitled to 
indo nniticitio i, because the lia l.vay had 
n >t been comuu need as agreed. If we 
(il leed oursalvo* under obligations to 
C inadnoiir claims were gone, [cheers.] 
ifo did not purpose to oppose the votes 
for tho Itoads aud Publio \Vorks; what be 
would oppose would ue tho means of rais- 
ing tlio money (elieora.) 

Mr. liootli, wlio.so 'only "hoar-hearer" 
was Mr. DeCosmo.^, supported the gov- 
eriiniont sidienio. 

Jlr. JloCri'ight complaiuod that certain 
corrospondouco on tiioilry dock had beoii 
withheld until after Mr. Bobertsun bad 
spoken (hear). He (Mr. McCreight) 
woul.l not be n party to pUoing tho Pro- 
vince at the morcy of tho Dominion Gov- 
crnnii'iit (hear) . The Terms vcro sub- 
mitteil to the People in 1870, an 1 th,.t 
was all ho iiskinl on the present occasion 
In utiy groat organic change, in bo teri- 
otis a matter as shaking the Terms in 
their mo.st vital j'art — :aa Hallway — t le 
Peo])l(! Imd n ri;;lit to l)e consulted 
(cheers), 11 minht be that the present 
iMmistry had souio e.spectatiuns from the 
Dominion ( iinenunent( Or,A.-.li — iShamo!) 
Uo belioved that if ho were in their posi- 
tion he would leave so vital a point to tho 
peuplo (cheera).' The Tevtns'had been 
broken and the Mackenzie Government 
had wished a relaxation of them. If we 
took this money would it not bo argued 
as a fact that wo woro satisiied to con- 
done the lufringment ot the Terms? If 
wo hold our,solves aloof Hor Majesty 
would never permit, ns to be wronged. 
Any injurj' austainod by the weak was al- 
ways resented by Hor Majesty's 'Govoru- 
ment, whrcli always kojit good faith. Blio 
was bound to see the Terms carried out 
and would see it done (hear). That 
would bo their course if^we went before 
tha Iui])oriul Government with a clean re- 
cord.

Conii 
donco waH tho Hrst consideration, and as 
real e.-stale must bo heavily taxed after we 
had got rid of our subsidy, Victoria Oity 
and district would have to pa,y muoh the 
largest share of ii, and- oapitaliala would

Vic- 
toria, district was robbed by this govern 
ment. She had but 820,000 allotted for 
roads, whilst Now West.ninster and Yale 
got $160,000. The former had more tax- 
able property, more wealth, and more far- 
mer than the other two district*. Ho 
looked on tlio Terms as in the nature of a 
promissory note. The Attorney-General 
ongfat^to have entered by protest; we were 
told that if wo sooondeTl we should have to 
pay the CV'adiana 32,000.000 and yet wo 
WJrc'old this money was o ir onr.

Mr. Aobbrt^on and Mr. Bobson follow- 
ed on the same aide, both gentlemen made 
good speeches; but our space prevents us 
giving them.

The largest and most respectable moot- 
ing ever hehl in the Province was con- 
vened last evening at I'hilharmonio Hall 
to consider the proposition now before 
tho House to amond theTerm.4 of Union 
without lirst submitting tha alterations to 
the People. 

Amongst tho gentlemen 'on the ' plat- 
form were: Hou. Dr. Holmcken, Dr. Tol- 
niio. Senator Maoilonald, Councillor Mor- 
ton, Mr. Roscoo, Mr. Harris, Mr. Stahl 
Schmidt, Mr. R. Finlaysou, Mr. Bull, Mr, 
Caroy, Mr. W. Fisher. 

Conn, Morton, in proposing that G. 
J. Findlay, Esq. take tiio Chair, stated 
that the object of the mooting was to give 
the public an opportunity to express 
themselves fully and freely, and that ii 
was not called axpresaly • for .Dr, H<»mc 
ken. 

Mr. Findlay having been nnanimously 
elected Chairman, stated that the respon- 
sibility of tho uproar the other evening 
was attributable lo Mr. DeOusmaS' alouo, 
who had refused to allow Dr. Hulmcken 
to state that Mr. DeCosmos was entitled 
to a fair hearing (cheers). 

Dr, Holmcken was received with cheor 
after cheer. Ho said that the disturbances 
tho other night were not attnbiitiblo to 
liim. When called on ho told Mr. De- 
Cosmos that he wished totell theaudionce 
that he did not intend to speak. Mr De- 
Cosmos lefused to give m^ an jjoppurtuni- 
ty to say oven that (grbiin»r;,'|he Doctor 
here distinctly told the audienue that he 
was not a candidate for legislative ho- 
nors. He said it was tho Radwuy and 
Responsible Goveriiniout that induced 
tho people to accept Cocfederati.in, 
and now that Mr. Mackenzie domamled 
a relaxation of the Terms, it behoved us 
all to demand the Terms and nothing but 
the Terms. No One knew what relaxa- 
tion meant; it ra'ght moan bh o .ing and 
water-gruel [A laughj. Mr. Ul-Cosiuo.s 
said ho didn't know wnat would bo pro- 
jio.^ed; his Government had to-day come 
down to the House with a Bill to alter the 
'Terms. The question Was, tihaU wo set 
tho examyle of altering tho Terms, 
(cries' of No! no!) Hero (holding .t 
up), is the bdl to alter tno Terms which 
sweps out of existenco Seclion 12 of the 
Terms. The moment the But is sout to 
Ottaiva the Treaty IS laid open, and it is 
a rule iu treaties that one part opens all 
(hear). They will say that we 
will give you £50,0j0^ but wo 
must have a relaxation of tha Terms. Mr. 
DoCosiuus told us fiat he had been ap- 
proachsd by Sir John to extend the time 
of opening tho railiMad. Mi-. Majiienzio 
asks the same thing; but when this Bill 
goes on they will say extend tho railroad 
clause to fifteen years or yon -won't got 
the £r)0.000 (cheer.s).. It would bo a 
dangerous thing if our mombers sent to 
Ottawa wore able to give their assent to 
an assertion without au appeal lo the pcojile 
(cheers). If we did not comply with the 
demand for relaxation the iSJ.OOO would 
not be paid. Tho proposition to borrow 
a million fronrthe government of Canada 
was mbstdUngeroua; for if that guveru- 
meut deinandvd a relaxatijn, how could 
wo refuse or ask for separation, 
when we owed her so much muuey. We 
couldn't pay it back, for ouroiily security 
is the 'Toriiij, and how could wo ask for 
the most powerful pf all our rights— 
siii'AKATio.N ? (long coutiautid applause) ;
